2, Field case officer transmits the funds, upon receipt of allotment 
from Headqxiarters , to AEGASSOfsAKT 3, idio receipts therefor in accordance with 
procedures described in paracJ^P^ reference C. 

3» The data in the enclosed reports show that iii® Dhited States, Canada, 
Australia, England, and Germai^ are the countries udiere the publication circulates 
most. Despite politicallj^ inspired action against Sudiasna Ukraina in England, 
circulation there is relatively strong, and there are prospects that distribution 
in that country urill increase in 195^;* Sweden shows an exceptionally high per- 
centage of sales, considering that the total of Ukrainians in that covuitiy is 
less than 200 persons. Generally, sales are highest in those countries wiaesre 
AEGASSOWARY 1 has active political representation (U.S.A., Australia, Canada). 



ii. In 1953 printing costs mounted in Gerraaany, as evident in higher paper 
and printing charges. The data show clearly that KUBAJRK subsicfer is the financial 
backbone of the publication. 



5. Reader reaction, as reflected by oral cOBBaent and by letters to the 
editor, is generally positive. Usual^ receiving favor/^le comment are the 
paper's high level, serious discussion of the problems of CosBUunism, and 
special aarticles on national, economie> and bureauoratlc-party processes in 
the USSR, Some readers with a low educational background complain of difficulty 
in understanding the publicatipn, Megatlve comment stems primarily from England, 
vhere ASCAVATIUA 6 emigre leaders attack the paper's so-called "left course” 
nd “deviation from nationalist position." It is estimated that sixty per -cent 
f the 'oublioation' f! rearlers are of ■worker and neanan+, 'hark^rrw-inrij -f.H« T«awn-irw^or 
ive secondary or higher education. This estimate is based exclusively on 
'.alysis of the -way readers write to the editor, rather than on ixecise statistical 
ta. 
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6. Working contact between field case officer and ttie publication is 
effected through iECASSOWARf 3 and 6 and ?L h97» These> who guide the 
paper* 3 policy to a consideirable degree, constantly seek laaterial shoeing 
an eapanding coomunity of American and Ukrainian interests in opposing the 
USSS. Ihe field case officer has followed a policy of suppl^ring any Itom 
that Elay serve to further American prestige and interests . Tiie time I’oquired 
to obtain publication is usually three or four weeks and depends i^on two 
factors— tiia publication is a semi-monthlif, and the necessity of putting the 
itffla in t&e hands of an English -reading expertiuidio has to process it for 
Ukrainian readers.
